ALSHEIMER IS 


SHOT TO DEATH 


Ex-Madison Bandit is Kill- 


ed by Utah 


Police 


Joseph Alsheimer of 
this 
city, 


aged about SO, jailbreaker and rob- 
ber, who has been sought by author- 
ities in half a dozen states for the 
past three years, was shot and kill- 
ed in a Salt Lake City hotel Feb. S 
by Chief of Police Joseph Burbridgc, 
•iccording to word received here yes- 
terday. 
At the time of his death 


Alsheimer wa-i working under the 
name of Tom Burns. 


Alsheimer broke jail in Madison, 


AUK 
25- 1917. He is a son of Mr. 


and Mrs. Michael Alsheimor, 1207 
W. Washington ave., who received 
word of his death last night. His 
identity was discovered when Salt 
Lake City officials of the American 
Express Co., seeing the man's pic- 
ture in a newspaper, gave the police 
department a duplicate photograph 
and declared that he was the man 
who was wanted in Madison, They 
•ilso informed the department that 
the man's name was Alsheimer. 


The details of the killing of Als- 


heimer are as yet unknown here. 
He was in the Nord, a small hotel 
on the outskirts of the city, when 
Police' Detective G. B. Hamby of 
Salt Lake City .attempted to place 
him under arrest. Pulling a revol- 
ver from his pocket, Alsheimer shot 
the officer dead. 
As he turned to 


Ice from the building, Chief of Po- 
Mce Burbridge, who had kept guard 
at the door, levelled his automatic 
ind killed him on the spot. 


Joe Clark, clerk at the Nord hotel, 


is being held as an accessory in an 
attempted burglary in Salt Lake 
Hity, for which he is alleged to have 
"ha'rbored and concealed Burns^from 
officers seeking to am.-. *. him.''

At present the aver- 
age daily consum.ption' is about 4,-

Does Demand for This Improvement Equal Demand for 


Relief From 'High Tax^s

npHE CAPITAL TIMES has agreed to open its column to a

discussion of the establishment of a plant for the softening 


of the city's water. 


There is undoubtedly much merit to this plan. There is 


much to be said for it in an economic way,—the loss in spoiling 
clothes in laundry, the loss brought about in plumbing and the 
loss in soap because of Madison's hard water are items in a com- 
munity as larfi-c as Madison represents a total that should be; 
given consideration. 


However, the friends of the plan say that the cost of a 


plant to bring about the softening of the water will cost at least j 
$200.000. 
The annual expense of maintaining the plant will 


probably be not less than §50,000. 


The Capital Times looks at the question this way: 
Is there a demand for the softening of water in this com- 


munity that is comparable to the demand that Ls coming from 
people for relief from the present high taxes? 


Secondly: 
If Madison has 8200.000 to spend for the softening of water 


would it be good palicy to postpone other improvements for 
which there is a much more insistent demand'.' 
Would it be n 


good idea to spend a large sum,, for water softening when the 
amount of money needed for education and the public schools is 
inadequate? 


These are questions which should be discussed in the con- 


sidcration of this subject.

HE spirit of the so-called American plan or open-shop cam- 


paign which seeks to destroy union labor is impressively 


revealed by a renrark.'ible letter which the head of a department 
in a large manufacturing plant in Minneapolis has sent to the 
general manager of the factory, together with his resignation. 
It is a vigorous protest against the "treat-'em-rough" theory of 
industrial management. 


The widespread recognition of union labor during the war 


time and the success af union labor, when there were two jobs 
for every man instead of two men for every job, has stirred 
many manufacturers with a determination, now that labor is 
plentiful, to make the workingman "eat out of their hands," as 
several have put it. 


This remarkable letter recounts a conversation between the 


head of a department and the general manager, in which the 
general manager told the department head he was too easy with 
his employes. He writes to the manager : 


In the first place'you stated that there is only one way to 


handle men. and that is to "treat them 
rouRh."—that, "unless 


yon injected the fear of God into them and 
let them know that 


you were boss they woul^ not be worth a damm." You made it 
iierfectly clear to me lh;it you expected me to run my depart- 
•"dit that way, :md t h n t ' m y relations with those responsible to 
me must be autocratic, although you did not use the word I have 
jusl used. You sliited that you would no more think of going to 
a bull game, etc., with 
one of your' employes than you would 


Hunk of losing your senses. Jn fact you took particular pains to 
impress) me with your thought that I am inclined to be altogether 
"loo sociable," that being a "good fellow" would never do, that 
" my department must have more discipline, and that I must rule 


it with an iron hand." 


And when I reminded you that some of the men would not 


stand for it, you informed me that you proposed to run this busi- 
ness along these lines, "and if any of the men did not like it they 
know what they can do." 


You will recall your statement that you have no friends 


among your employees, that you did not want any, and that the 
more they hated and feared you the better work you got out of 
them. 


Yon reminded me that this business is run for just one pur- 


pose, and that it is to make profits, and that the sooner I got 
these "co-operative service, good-will ideas, out of my head the 
better." * * ' 


While I have been one of your privileged 
employees and 


hafe been accorded more consideration than those less fortu- 
nate—nevertheless you have on nviny occasions caused me to 
fairly curse the fate that made me the subject as well as the 
associate of your despotic rule. 


Perhaps you remember the time'you said to me that "any 


man who gels his bread and butter out of this company is going 
tf toe the mark or get out." Permit me to answer you now by 
reminding you of the obvious fact that it is the company that 
get.i its feeding out of the employes, and they have fed it well. 
When you assume that the company is on the giving hand instead 
of on the receiving, you put your employes in the class with the 
horse which his master thought ought to be thankful for his 
hay and oats. * * « 


I am convinced that a large measure of the industrial unrest 


of the present day is due to the arrogance of the employers, and 
you are one of them. The question of wages and hours are un- 
doubtedly playing a large part, but almost as important, maybe 
more so, is the attitude of the management of the company to- 
wards those who art managed. If bolshevism is on the increase 
employers of labor have nobody to blame but themselves. 


The spirit of the times demands a change in your methods. 


There probably are exceptions, but in general a man's efficiency 
increases as his supervision decreases. In common with most of 
your employees I resent being continually supervised, managed, 
controlled, bossod, nagged and prodded. I must be more than a 
cof and call my soul my own. 
Please accept my resignation.
